Roosevelt 
aboul lhe press and lhe radio al 
the very conference in which he 
permitted publicization of his Irip 
we feel juslified in saying lhal Ihis 
suppression by lhe news media was 
an extreme example of war-time 
:o-operation by both of those agen- 


II should be borne in mind that 
this voluntary censorship went be- 
yond the limits of anything ever 
before asked or conceded. 


Obviously, in wartime, there should 
be no mention of the itinerary of a 
President en route, either in ad- 
vance or while he is in any fixed 
spot. Such publicity might eilher 
invite sabotage by advance action, 
or permit enemy agents to reach 
the scene in time to gel in Iheir 
dirty work.

House to Act 
on Lowering 
Draft Age Today

barred use of 'leen age Iroops in 
foreign comba^, unlil first trained 
for a year on American soil. 


Wilh passage of lhe bill by night- 


fall apparently assured, the House 
blocked the training period amend- 
ment by adopting a rule prevent- 
ing consideration of any amend- 
ments offered from the floor except 
those bearing directly on changing 
the present 20 to 45 age range for 
seleclivc servic. 


The aclion came on a standing 
vole of 212 to 42, following the reaa- 
ing of a letter from Gen. George 
C. Marshall, army chief of stall. 


The leller was read by Repre- 
sentative Wadsworth (K-N.Yj in 
support of a rules committee re- 
commendation which would prevent 
the submission trom the lloor of 
amendments to require a 
fixed 
training period for soldiers under 


Proponents of the 
amendment 
had mapped out a tight to put it 
into the Dill, and to head them, off, 
the rules committee recommended 
thai only amendmenls dealing with 
drali ages be permitted to oe 01- 
fered, except from the military af- 
fairs commitlee itself.

Reds Forced to Retreat 4 
Times; Stalingrad Faces 
Darkest A/ours of Siege

Ocl.17 —(/P)— Red Army t 


troops, defiant against odds lhat® 
had forced four relreals through, al" 
slrategically important industrial 
section of north Stalingrad, battled 
fiercely today lo prevent the Ger- 
mans from fanning out along 'Iho 
banks of the Volga 
and 
breaking 


lhe flanks of lhe defense. 


(Berlin broadcasls say lhe Ger- 
mans already have won lhe west 
bank of lhe Volga on a Iwo-mile 
front.) 


Stalingrad was experiencing her 
darkest hours of siege. 


The Germans occupied an indus- 
trial sellleinenl which had been a 
battlefield for weeks above lhe 
cily's heart and attempted to ex- 
pand both north and south against 
the Soviet flanks. 


They appeared now to be using 


a force ac least equal 
to the power 


in their previous offensive, when' 
four infantry divisions and a tank 
division were hurled upon Stalin- 
grad. 


The Russians deslroyed every- 
thing of value before leaving lhe 
seltlemcnl and their withdrawal 
was orderly, the newspaper Izves- 
lia said. 


Although t h e Russians were' 


forced to abandon the settlement 
under German bombing, tank at- 
tacks and the fire of some 30,000 
infantrymen, the newspaper Red 
Star said they checked the enemy 
outside that district. The invaders 
regrouped. 


Later in this fourth day of lhe 


new German offensive lhe Soviel 
information bureau announced 
withdrawal in one sector, not speci- 
fically identified, 
and dispatches 


said lhe baitle was intensified as 
further Nazi reserves swung into 
line to bolster the shock forces al- 
ready numerically superior. 
.. A fourth withdrawal of Sovie 
forces at Stalingrad was announced 
by lhe noon communique, which 
also reported lhat "at heavy cost 
.he Germans managed to advance 
slighlly" in a plane-supporled at- 
tack southeast of Novorossisk. 


"In the Stalingrad area our .troops 
seat off constant enemy attacks," 
.he communique said in a summar- 
izing sentence, and it reported that 
the Russians defending one street 
had slain 350 Germans and destroy- 
ed 23 tanks. 


But following 
that came the 


statement that "in another sector 
a Soviet detachment withdrew to 
new defense positions." 


Forty-three German tanks were 


declared added to the scrapheaps 
of war, yesterday while aboul a 
regiment of infantry died in lhe 
struggle to decide whether the 
Swastika or the Reel 
flag 
was 
to 


fly above the ruins. 


Red army artillery and infantry 


detachments demolished 28 block- 
houses and various war materiel 
and annihilated about two compan- 
ies of Nazi riflemen in local actions 
northwest of Stalingrad, the com- 
munique said. 


Large scale artillery and patrol 


activity was indicated on several 
sectors of lhe central 
(Moscow) 


front. The communique said scouts 
and snipers killed about GOO enemy 
officers and men in lhat area yes- 
terday. 


Details of the give-and-take bat- 
tle of the central Caucasus were 
obscure, but it was announced that 
'in the Mozdok area, fighting con- 
tinued against enemy tanks and 
infantry." 


''The men of 'X' unit killed about 


MO enemy officers and men, de- 
stroyed five tanks and blew up an 
ammunition dump," the communi- 
que said. "On another sector, men 
under the command of Markin an- 
nihilated about one company of 
German infantry."

city and left lhe Russians "facing 
annihilation." 


"Infantry and panzer formations 


in close cooperation with incessant 
ly attacking air formations and 
t.uftwaffe flank artillery, continuec 
their attacks in spile of embillerec 
onemy opposition," the war bulletin 
said. 


"They overran numerous slrong 


points and dug-in panzers and en 
tered the gun factory of the 'Red 
barricade.' Through this advance 
northward, enemy forces northwes 
of the town were cut off from theii 
communications and are facing an 
nihilation." 


The high command asserted the 
Nazi air force "during the day 
time conipletely eliminated 
the 
,.aii; -.force ^anri.-.dpwne.d 18 
enemy planes without losses to 
themselves." 


German authorities here, report 
ing earlier that hah! of the Red 
barricade factory had been occu- 
pied, described it as "one of the 
last two nests of resistance in Sla- 
Imgrad." 


In lhe Caucasus, the high com- 


mand said Axis forces registered 
new gains along lhe Black Sea 
coast below Novorossisk and on 
the central sector along the Terek 
river where Rumanian forces were 
said to have captured numerous 
mountain positions and Russian 
prisoners.

Japs Forced to 
Withdraw in 
New Guinea 


—War in Pacific 


General MacArthur's Headquar- 
ters, Australia, Ocl. 17—(/P)—Allied 
mountain Iroops forced lhe Japan- 
ese lo wilhdraw a shorl distance 
in lhe Owen Slanle ymounlains of 
New Guinea yesterday and fight- 
ing is continuing and increasing in 
scope, A l l i e d headquarters an- 
nounced today. 


The Allied advance was made in 
the vicinity of Templeton's cross- 
ing, bul lhe communique said there 
was no change in the general situa- 
lion. 


An announcement lhat Allied 
planes had machinegunned villages 
at the mouth of the Mambare 
river 40 miles north of Buna on 
the norlheaslern New Guinea coasl 
however, disclosed lhe Japanese 
had extended Iheir occupalion in 
lhat region. 


The fighling in the Owen Stanley 


mountains is just south of Temple- 
Ion's crossing and the Allied troops 
are moving cautiously against the 
Japanese 
through forest l a n d 
strewn with boulders. 


The Japanese have installed ma- 
chin egunners in shallow pisl and 
are using snipers liberally in an 
effort to delay the Allied advance. 


Allied bombers of General Mac- 


Arthur's command visited Buin in 
the Solomon islands, 260 miles 
northwes tof Guadalcanal, and at- 
lacked a large enemy merchant 
ship, but the results of the attack 
were nol observed.
